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PREFACE 


The need of an historical bibliographical guide to the publications of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics has long been felt by librarians and statisticians 
engaged in research. Since the founding of the Bureau in 1918, it has issued 
an impressive number of publications which constitute reliable statistical sources 
of data for the measurement of Canada’s social and economic activities from 
the close of the First World War and earlier. But the Bureau has likewise grown 
and undergone many changes in internal statistical organization in its develop- 
ment as Canada’s Central Statistical Agency. Through the forty-eight years of 
its history, these changes have been reflected in the increased number, variety 
and size of its publications and in the revision of titles to keep pace with chang- 
ing concepts, content, and emphasis. 


The institution in 1959 of a new classification system in the Bureau’s 
Library, facilitating the arrangement of many hundreds of current Bureau 
publications as an organized and co-ordinated collection, provided the basis for 
the preparation of this historical catalogue. In its coverage, its arrangement of 
entries and its indexes, this catalogue, not only incorporates the classification 
system initiated in 1959 and now used in the catalogue of current publications 
of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics (Ottawa, November 1964), but also applies 
this same arrangement to Bureau publications issued from its founding in 1918 
down to 1960. In addition to applying a uniform classification throughout, the 
historical catalogue provides an historical guide to the publications of the Bureau 
during this period and, in conjunction with the current catalogues of 1960 and 
1964, presents a complete record of all publications issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 


This historical catalogue of Bureau publications was prepared under the 
supervision of the Head Librarian, Mr. B. A. Ower, by Miss Audrey Mac- 
Gregor, Assistant Head, with the co-operation of the Library Staff in editing, 
revising and typing the manuscript. The co-operation of the Directors of statis- 
tical divisions of the Bureau in advising on their publication revisions and 
changes in concept is gratefully acknowledged, as is the generous co-operation 
of the staff of the National Library in editing the French language section of 
the catalogue.

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PREFACE 


Les bibliothécaires et statisticiens voués a la recherche éprouvent depuis 
longtemps le besoin d’un guide bibliographique rétrospectif des publications 
du Bureau fédéral de la statistique. Depuis sa fondation, en 1918, le Bureau 
a publié un nombre impressionnant d’ouvrages et de documents qui sont autant 
de sources de données exactes permettant de mesurer l|’évolution sociale et 
économique du Canada depuis et avant la Premiére Guerre mondiale. Mais 
le Bureau a également élargi son champ d’action et apporté de nombreuses 
modifications a la structure interne de la statistique au cours de son évolution 
comme organisme central de la statistique canadienne. Pendant les quarante- 
huit années de son existence, ces changements se sont reflétés dans l’accroisse- 
ment, la variété et lampleur des publications, dont il a failu reviser les titres 
pour tenir compte des changements de concepts, de teneur et d’accent. 


L’adoption, en 1959, d’une nouvelle classification a la bibliothéque du 
Bureau, dont l’objet était de faciliter la disposition de plusieurs centaines de 
publications courantes en une collection bien ordonnée, forme la base de ce 
catalogue récapitulatif. La classification, ainsi que la coordination des docu- 
ments et l’index des articles dans ce catalogue ne comprennent pas seulement 
la matiére réunie dans le systéme de classification de 1959 et maintenant 
utilisée dans le catalogue des publications courantes du Bureau fédéral de la 
Statistique (Ottawa, novembre 1964), mais classent aussi les publications du 
Bureau parues depuis sa fondation en 1918, jusqu’en 1960. Le catalogue 
récapitulatif, en plus d’établir une classification enti¢rement uniforme, produit 
un guide chronologique des publications du Bureau durant cette période et, 
avec les catalogues courants de 1960 et 1964, offre une nomenclature compléte 
de toutes les publications du Bureau fédéral de la statistique.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Historical Catalogue of Dominion Bureau of Statistics Publications, 
1918-1960 is designed not only as a bibliographical guide to the publications 
issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, since its inception in 1918 and 
up until 1960 but also as a means whereby a library collection of Bureau 
publications can be physically organized, classified and catalogued. From 
1960 on, the bibliographical details are contained in the catalogue of current 
publications. 


Coverage 

The historical catalogue lists all publications designed to provide statistical 
information for the public with the exception of special statements, press 
releases and preliminary or advance statements which were issued ahead of 
regularly scheduled final reports. In most cases these types of material never 
appeared in the various catalogues or lists of publications issued by the Bureau. 
Also excluded are publications restricted to DBS internal or limited use, such 
as the various operating manuals and similar types of materials. 

The basis for listing a publication herein was its physical existence, 
thereby excluding titles never published, even though they may have been 
entered in lists of projected publications. This historical catalogue takes 
cognizance of the irregularities, inconsistencies and time gaps arising from 
the early difficulties of launching a publication program, the period of depres- 
sion from 1930 to 1939, and the war period from 1940 to 1945 with its 
suspension of revised or final editions of publications, the skipping of certain 
annual editions, etc. Although a careful check was made with the subject 
divisions to establish what happened in such cases, it is possible that a few 
gaps recorded in the catalogue may have arisen from the loss of publications 
from the Library’s master collection rather than from the fact that they 
were not issued. The Bureau Library will be grateful for the reporting of any 
DBS titles appearing in the collection of other libraries that have not been 
included in this catalogue. A number of titles have appeared in various lists 
of publications but have been established as never having been published and 
are noted herein at p. 234. 

Prior to 1948, it was the practice to have printed publications made at 
the main plant of the Queen’s Printer, while processed publications were run 
off at the printing plant of the Bureau of Statistics. Printed publications are 
distinguished from processed publications by the inclusion of the imprint of 
the Queen’s (King’s) Printer on the publications and this is noted in the 
bibliography. Following the transfer of the Bureau printing plant to the 
jurisdiction of the Queen’s Printer in 1948, all publications of later date carry 
the Queen’s Printer’s imprint. 


Indexes 
Appended is an alphabetically arranged title index which includes all 
variations of titles and indicates corresponding catalogue numbers. Thus, 
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libraries and other users having older titles and who are uncertain as to 
where they should be allotted in the classification scheme can quickly ascertain 
the correct catalogue numbers without extensive searching of the catalogue. 
A subject index, however, is not included because the classification provides 
adequate means to establish all publications issued by the Bureau covering 
any subject area. Readers are referred to the index of the Bureau’s catalogue 
of current publications which provides adequate guidance to persons wanting 
detailed information. This historical catalogue is designed as a finding and 
cataloguing guide to Bureau publications rather than as a guide to detailed 
statistics on an historical basis. 

Users of this catalogue are warned of the necessary revisions of statis- 
tical series which have occurred (sometimes frequently) and should refer to 
the definitions of concepts and methods contained in the reports themselves. 
A useful source for continuous historical statistics is Historical Statistics of 
Canada, edited by M. C. Urquhart and K. A. H. Buckley. (Toronto, Mac- 
millan, 1965), which brings into one place many statistical series and has 
adequate explanatory notes on the variations which have occurred in these 
series. 


Unilingual and Bilingual Publications 

The historical catalogue is issued in two sections, the first for English 
titles and the second for French titles. Each section carries all bibliographical 
information in the language of the title listed. Bilingual titles are listed in 
both sections, with full information in the language of the Section in con- 
formity with the practice in the Queen’s Printer’s catalogues of Canadian 
Government Publications and the arrangement for Canadian Government 
documents in Canadiana, published by the National Library. 


Historical Information 

While the historical catalogue is basically a bibliographic guide to the 
publications of the Bureau, details are provided for the main statistical pub- 
lications of the Government of Canada which were issued prior, to the found- 
ing of the Bureau in 1918. Full details are given for the various censuses from 
that of 1851 for the old Province of Canada and for the publications of the 
Census and Statistics Office, which was founded in 1908 and can be con- 
sidered a predecessor to the Bureau. For publications which were issued by 
other Departments and subsequently transferred to the Bureau after 1918, 
details are given only as to years covered by these previous serial publications. 


System of Classification 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has developed a system of catalogue 
numbers which are used to identify, first the major and minor subject group- 
ings to which publications belong; and secondly the periodicity of issuance of 
the publications. 

These catalogue numbers consist of five digits with the first two indicating 
the subjects and the last three the periodicity. The five digits of the catalogue 
number are built up in this manner: 

First digit — indicates the major subject grouping. 

Second digit — indicates the minor grouping within the major grouping. 
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Third digit — indicates the frequency of publication. 
“0” indicates periodicals issued more often than once a year; 
“2” indicates annuals; 
“A” indicates biennials and 
“5” indicates occasional issues. 

Fourth and fifth digits provide serial identification of titles within that 
particular combination of major and minor subject grouping and 
frequency of publication. 


Example: 
82-201 Notifiable diseases 
8 Education, health and welfare (major grouping) 
#2 Public health (minor grouping) 
201 First annual title in this particular grouping 


The cataloguing system was designed to be used for filing DBS publica- 
tions as a separate organized collection. Since its inauguration in 1959 the 
catalogue numbers have been printed on the cover of each publication and 
provide continuity of identification regardless of any change in the title. 
Libraries using the Queen’s Printer’s classification are able to use this DBS 
classification as it has been adopted as a sub-classification of the former. 

For publications issued prior to 1959 a modification of the DBS classifica- 
tion numbers was adopted. The symbol “D” was inserted after the first two 
digits thus indicating a discontinued title. All D number publications are 
assigned to the subject groups of the current classification on the basis of the 
subject covered. 

It should be noted that D number series have only two digits for 
the periodicity designation in the number arrangement; however, 
the first digit following the letter D signifies the periodicity in the 
same manner as does the last three digits in the current classification.

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INTRODUCTION 


Le Catalogue rétrospectif des publications du Bureau fédéral de la 
statistique, 1918-1960, ne constitue pas seulement un guide bibliographique 
des publications du Bureau depuis sa création en 1918 et jusqu’a 1960, mais 
un moyen d’ordonner physiquement les ouvrages du Bureau, de les classer et 
de les cataloguer. C’est pourquoi l’agencement du catalogue se modeéle sur 
le systéme de classification utilisé actuellement. Pour 1960 et les années sui- 
vantes, les renseignements bibliographiques se trouvent dans le catalogue des 
publications courantes. 


Champ d’application 

Le catalogue rétrospectif mentionne toutes les publications propes a four- 
nir des renseignements statistiques au public, sauf les études particuliéres, 
les communiqués de presse ou les apercus provisoires ou anticipés, publiés 
avant les rapports réguliers. La matiére de ce genre n’est pas habituellement 
inscrite dans les catalogues ou répertoires imprimés par le Bureau. Sont égale- 
ment exclus les ouvrages dont l’usage est strictement interne ou réservé au 
B.F.S., tels les différents manuels de directives et autres documents de méme 
nature. 

L’inventaire se fonde sur l’existence physique de la publication a l’exclu- 
sion, par conséquent, des ouvrages inédits, quoique paraissant peut-étre sur 
des listes de publications projetées. Le présent catalogue tient compte des irré- 
gularités, discordances et intervalles de temps qui ont résulté des difficultés 
initiales que posaient l’établissement d’un programme d’édition, la crise écono-

With the establishment of the Bureau it was the policy to issue 
annual reports on individual industries in mimeographed form as preliminary 
or advance reports. These were followed up by final printed volumes covering 
groups of industries, and these final volumes were issued annually, biennially, 
or as, in at least one group, at five year intervals. Explanatory notes have been 
included as part of the bibliographical detail for all titles issued as final group 
volumes. During the Second World War, this practice was dropped as an 
economy measure and not resumed because of the time-lag. 


The annual industry reports are now the final volumes. This note covers 
the annual titles in sub-groups 32-36 inclusive and 41-47 inclusive.
